According to Chemists Working 
on New Gasses

This 
prediction, frequently heard 
from not only army and 
navy ex­ 
perts lint from the 
average citizen, 
seems certain of 
ffiltillment unless 
some summary action 
is 
taken by 
the forthcoming 
Washington 
Con­ 
ference to prohibit or restrict the use 
of these latest war devices. 


One of the three main subjects to 
be taken up at the Conference un­ 
der the broad question 
of 
limita­ 
tion of armament 
is: 
“ Rules 
for 
control of new alienees of warfare’’. 
The Chemical W arfare Service 
of 
the America A Army is 
believed^ to 
possess today the deadliest poison­ 
ous gas in tile world. This is called 
“ Lewisite”, a gas developed durng 
the latter part of the war by Win­ 
ton! Lee Lewis, a professor of che­ 
mistry of Northwestern 
University, 
but never used in the last war. 


A quantity o f this gas, equivalent 
to three drops, 
reaching 
a 
man’s 
body in liquid form, will kill. Lewis­ 
ite i-> similar to mustard ga^, a bur­ 
ning gas, which caused the 
major 
portion of the gas casualties of the 
war”. 


Gas 
was never used 
from 
air­ 
planes during tin* war, but it is un­ 


d e r s t o o d 
that 
tin* 
Chemical 
W ar­ 
fare Service C •prepared, in a future 
Wiir, to let down from fleets of air- 
-rait a veritable rain of most pow­ 
erful gases. 


These gases 
would 
be 
released 
from tanks carried 
by 
airplanes, 
and would drift to earth 
in 
liquid 
form, as a light rain or dew. 
The 
mustard 
g a s evaporates more slow­ 
ly than does tho Lev Cite, 
t h u s re­ 
taining ii - power for injury bv burn­ 
ing longer, but Lewisite is the dead­ 
lier of the two. 


A picture can thus be 
gained of 
airplanes, in a future 
war, 
letting 
down thi^ “dew- of death” on arm­ 
ies in the lichi, 
and 
on 
cities 
in 
back of the firing line, should 
this 
u resorted to. 


That 
Chemical W arfare 
Service 
knows that 
clothing, 
soaked with 
heavy linseed oil, can 
be made to 
protect the wearer from this gas, 
but ii is also equally true that 
men 
cannot stand the wearing of 
such 
"Incline th»r long. Complete protec­ 
tion from poisonous gas seems 
im­ 
possible. 


Pointing 
out 
the importance of 
the use of poisonous gas 
in 
war, 
Brigadier-General 
Amos 
Fries, of 
the Chemical W arfare Service said: 


“The use o f gas makes 
aviation 
ten times as powerful 
as it would 
ordinarily be, and doubles the value 
of every other branch of warfare. 


“The imjHnrtance 
of 
gas is evi­ 
denced bv the fact that 27 
percent 
of the American casualties during 
the war was caused by 
thi*# 
new 
agency of warfare. Then, 
too, the 
casualties caused by all the weapons 
of infantry— the bayonet, the ride, 
the hand grenade the machine gun— 
were only slightly 
more than 
the 
gas casualties. 


“The use of gas 
is 
particularly 
valuable as a means of defense. Im ­ 
agine an enemy fleet, bringing 
up 
tlie army of the 
hostile country, to 
attack the United S t a t e s . Our 
air­ 
planes would go 
out and bomb the 
enemy 
ships with 
e x p l o s i v e s 
and 
gas. 


“ It, atter tins, the enemy forces 


did succeed in getting up to, or ffn, 
the Amercian shore, a rain o! p o i s ­ 


o n o u s gases could be let 
down on 
them in such magnitude that they 
could ao no farther. So, 
I believe, 
such use of gas would make it im­ 
possible tor an attacking army 
to 
get a 
foothold oil American soil. 
“Some 
other 
nations 
probably 
would be glad to know that we had 
pledged ourselves not to use poison­ 
ous gas. 


“I do not believe this government 
should enter into any agreement not 
to use gas while there is a 
possi­ 
bility of this country being placed at 
the mercy 
of 
an 
outlaw 
nation 
blinking this pledge, as (inn..ny did 
when she started the use o f gas iii 
tile World W ar”. 
The destructiveness of 
the 
air­ 


plane has already been greatly in­ 
creased since the World War. Only 
a few days ago, the 
largest aerial 
bomb in the world was successfully 
tested by the 
ordnance department 
and the air service of the army at 
tin* Ordnance 
Proving 
Ground 
at 
Aberdeen, Md. It was 13$ feet long, 
2 feet in 
diameter, 
weighed 
1,200 
pounds, and contained 2,900 pounds 
of T. N. T. 
Plopped t rom an airplane 
at 
a 
height of between 4,000 and* f>,000 
feet at Aberdeen, 
this 
huge bomb 
tore a great hole 
in 
the 
ground, 
more than 
OO feet in diameter ami 
about 20 feet deep. 


It was wit'll a bomb half the mzo 
that Brigadier-General William Mit­ 
chell, assistant chief of the air ser- 
vice, and Ins army fliers sunk the 
former German battleship Outfriel*- 
land during the bombing test-, 
with 
tin* ex-German warships of! the \ ir- 
ginia C a p e s a few months ago.
